U. S. District 
Judge Frank M. Johnson Jr., 
may come as a surprise. 
For this federal judge has 
just ruled that civil disobedi­ 
ence under the guise of civil 
rights must be prosecuted. He 
made this ruling in connection 
with the cases of 167 demon­ 
strators arrested last March in 
Montgomery, Ala. Their attor­ 
neys had tried to appeal the 
cases to the federal court, but 
Judge Johnson sent them back 
to the local courts as being w [th­ 
in their jurisdiction. 
Police authorities throughout 
the country who have been told 
they must not arrest demonstra­ 
tors, no matter what they do, 
will doubtless be heartened by 
Judge Johnson’s decision. The 
judge pointed out that when ve­ 
hicular traffic on the streets and 
pedestrian traffic on the side­ 
walks are blocked, it's the duty 
of the police to carry out their 
responsibilities under the law 


JUDGE 
JOHNSON 
declared 
that there is no consitutional or 


the ocean and the dried out 
mountains, 
ravaged 
regularly 
by lethal flash floods, it's the 
“ India ‘ of the Western world. 
It s made to order for the Mao­ 
ists, the Moscovites, the Trot- 
skyites and the Fidelistas. They 
all were here before the mili­ 
tary revolution, organizing their 
peasant leagues, spreading ha­ 
tred against the U.S. and pre­ 
paring for “the day.”

who have come to this desola­ 
tion are the small band of men 
who have given up the ease of 
living in the States to come 
here as a sort of U.S. labor-man- 
agement private peace corps. 
They make up tile team of the 
local 
American 
Institute 
for 
F r e e 
Labor 
Development 
(AIFLD), 
of 
which 
AFL-CIO 
President George Meany is in­ 
tercontinental chairman. 


HIS 
SUPPORT 
comes 
not 
only from American labor b u t 
from such corporations as Pan 
American World Airways and 
General Motors, who want noth­ 
ing more than to develop skilled 
and knowledgeable labor offi­ 
cials to stave off Communist 
infiltration 
and 
to 
fetxl 
the 
starving. 


I drove out to Carpina, for 
here the AIFLD will build the 
first of IO regional "centros ser­ 
vices camponeses" — centers 
to service the rural 
working 
people. Each will be a union 
headquarters costing about $25,- 
000 apiece. Each will be con­ 
structed with tile assistance of 
the U.S. AID mission 
From 
these centers special 
services will radiate into the 
surrounding countryside. E a c h 
headquarters will have movies 
and a big room to which the 
workers can come to socialize. 
Each will have a legal adviser. 
There will be a clinic started 
three days a week with a doc­ 
tor. a nurse and a dentist, so 
perhaps children won’t die as 
quickly as they do.

statutory right which prohibits 
arrest ond prosecution for con­ 
duct such as the racial demon­ 
strators had been engaged in 
prior to and at the time they 
were arrested.

“ There is no immunity con­ 
ferred by our Constitution and 
laws of the United 
States to 
those 
individuals 
who 
insist 
upon practicing civil disobedi­ 
ence under the guise of demon­ 
strating and protesting for ‘civil 
rights.' Tile philosophy that a 
person may, if his cause is la­ 
beled civil rights’ or ‘states’ 
rights, determine 
for himself 
what laws and court decisions 
are morally right or wrong and 
either obey or refuse to obey 
them according to his own de­ 
termination is a philosophy that 
is foreign to our ‘rule of law’ 
theory of government. 
“Those who resort to civil dis­ 
obedience such as the petition­ 
ers were engaged in prior to 
and at the time they were ar­ 
rested cannot and should not es­ 
cape 
arrest 
and 
prosecution. 
Civil 
disobedience 
by 
‘civil- 
rights workers’ in the form of 
‘going limp’ and lying or march­ 
ing in the streets or upon the 
sidewalks, or marching around 
tile city hall while night court 
was in session singing 'freedom’ 
songs, or taking to the streets 
to do their parading and picket­ 
ing in lieu of using the side­ 
walks, while failing to make any 
application to city authorities 
for a parade permit, is still a 
violation of tile law and sub­ 
jects the violators to being pros­ 


ecuted in the courts of the cit­ 
ies 
and 
states 
where 
such 
occurs. 


“THESE PETITIONERS and 
others so inclined must come to 
recognize that judicial processes 
are available for the purpose of 
protecting 
their constitutional 
rights in this district. . , . 
However, 
d e m o n s t r a - 
tions and protests in a disorder­ 
ly and unpeaceful and unlawful 
manner are not sanctioned by 
the law as 
this court 
under­ 
stands it. There is a place in 
our system for citizen*, both Ne­ 
gro and white, who wish to pro­ 
test civil rights or present griev­ 
ances against violations of their 
rights to do so. provided they 
act in a peaceful and orderly 
manner and provided they re­ 
sort to the courts and not to 
the 
streets 
when 
they 
are 
thwarted in the exercise of this 
privilege by authorities acting 
under cover of law." 
The Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr., is one of the leaders in tile 
crusade to stimulate demonstra­ 
tions 
on 
r a c i a l 
questions 
throughout the country, and he 
has said again and again that a 
citizen does not have to obey an 
'unjust " law. The same senti­ 
ment has been expressed by 
many white clergymen who are 
sincerely convinced that a law 
which is morally unjust in tile 
minds of the citizens can be dis­ 
obeyed or disregarded.

The visitor wept a bit, too, as 
he headed out of the white hot 
sun for the air conditioning and 
tower restaurants of what we 
euphemistically call civilization. 


SOME CLERGYMEN point to 
instances mentioned in the Bible 
when individuals defied the es­ 
tablished authorities. But in an­ 
cient times there were no sys­ 
tems of law like there are now 
to provide redress for the griev­ 
ances of the citizens. No consti­ 
tutional system existed such as 
America enjoys today, which 
gives individuals the right of pe­ 
tition and 
the 
right to elect 
their own representatives, who 
then make the laws. 
Judge Johnson is one of the 
outstanding judges on the bencn, 
and he has dealt with segrega­ 
tion cases impartially by ruling 
in each case according to the 
law as he sees it. He was aj> 
pointed by President Eisenhow­ 
er in 1955. 


Judge Johnson's d e c i s i o n 
would have occasioned no sur­ 
prise whatsoever a decade ago. 
Since tiiat time the demonstra­ 
tions on racial questions have 
been sponsored by groups which 
have insisted that this is the 
only way to dramatize griev- 
vances and get attention and 
that, because the objective is 
worthy, 
laws 
need 
not 
be 
obeyed. 


It was precisely this mistaken 
concept that ust*d to motivate 
the 
Klans 
and 
gangs 
which 
seized prisoners accused of mur­ 
der and lynched them, crying: 
“They’re guilty anyhow — why 
wait for the courts?”
